WHAT DID AMERICAN 
PRESIDENT DISCUSS 
IN THE VATICAN? 

Paris, Details have bccoino hnbvrn of Protldenl 
Reagan's encounter with John Pent II in the Valiceii. 
The ptcsldent insistently appealed to the head ol 
the Catholic CbiiTch to lake a harder line on Poland 
and to increase pressure upon that country's 
leadership, taking advamnge or the posalbllltles af' 
fordod by llio clergy's rontacts with various anti* 
governmental groups. Reagan suggested that the Pope 
pay a visit to tlio PPR next August under tho pre* 
text of taking part In roligimis hoUduys and to put 
his question orilclally to tlio Polish oiiihoTltlcs 
despite the obvious dlfftcuitics oi hit visiting 
Poland at the present time. 

According to Uic seme reliable sources, Reagan 
eoepresaed his readiness to Increase linanclol back* 
Ing of the opposlllon circles Iji Poland, using church 
channels among others. The American president 
also asked John Paul 11 to bring a restraining In* 
fluonce to Itear upon those Cailiollc priests who 
lake part In antl*wer movements In the West.

Tho Reagan admlntslra- 
lion's decision to continue and 
to considerably expand the ex- 
isting ban on deliveries of oil 
and gas oqulpinent to the Soviet 
Union has been sharply cas- 
tigated by O, Wolff von Araer* 
ongen. president of the West 
German industiy and trade 
union. 

In a DDP interview von 
Ainerongeii spoke as follows: 
Reagan's derision to foist his 
"economic sanctions" policy 
against the USSR on West Ger- 
man companies which are either 
divisions of various American 
monopolies or use their licon* 
CCS Is dctrltnciilal to West Ger- 
man business and threatens 
USA-Europc economic relations. 

This decision is also danger* 
oiu to America itself, Ameron* 
gen declared. As a result dis- 
order has been introduced Into 
the legal fundameutals of buii- 
noss relations. It has alio had 
n negaltvo effect on Weal 
Europe buying licences In Ihe 
USA. It still remains to be de- 
termined, he said, whether 
America has any right to Inter*
